General Pletnis Jacobus Joubrrt, 
commandant general of the Transvaa) 
forces, better known as Piet Joubert or 
"Slien Plet" (Slin^ Peter), was born 
abotti 68 years ago. He was descended 
from an old French Hucgnot family 
which settled in South Africa many 
years ago. He was born in Cape Col- 
ony, but was taken by his parents 
when 7 years old to the Orange Free 
state, wline ho was taught from e.iily 
childliood to shoot straicht and half 
the British. 

He is described as having been ut- 
terly fearless. Of schooling, he h.T.i 
but little, and lio never Law a nev..~- 
paper until he was 19 years old. In 




annouL joubert. 
spit* of this, his ambition prompful 
bim to read the few boolvs he (onNi 
obtain, and he succeeded in obt.iiniii.^' 
a fair knowledge of bistory and lan- 
guages. 

In consefi'KiKC of the acquisition of 
Natal he getlled in the Transvaal. 
Soon afterwards be became a burgin i 
of the South African repablic and a 
daring fighter. It was claimed in his 
behalf that he could lead a liod.v of 
men more successfully against hostile 
ttMlves than any other man in the 
Transvaal. He came to' be so feared 
by the natives that the Icnowledge that 
be was at ttie head of a punititive ex- 
pedition usually resulted in their sur- 
rMder. 

It was during these wars with the 
natives lliat Jmibert became acquaint- 
ed with Paul Kruger, and the two 
men became bosom friends. He was 
^^edl Ttee president of the Trans- 
Taal in 1800. defeated Sir George 
Colley at Majuba Hill in ISbl. and act- 
ed as president of the republic in ISS:i 
during Kruger's absence in Euix>pe. 
General Joubert was always in favor 
of tbe use of force instead of diplo- 
macy and President Kruger on several 
occasions had great difflcutty In re- 
pMUAng his bot-headed coliei»|«ie, not- 
ably in iVI9, whM 16ubeh, %Ith Kro- 
ger and PretoriuB #U planning the 
rebellion to overthrow British rule in 
the Transvaal. The result was Maju- 
ba Hill and the practical independence 
, of the Transvaal. 

Oflianljr.ed the Hoer Army. 
It wii Joubert who organized the 
army of the South African republic^ 
later on dividing the country into 17 
military departments and each of 
these departments into smaller divis 
ions with command&nts, field, cornets 
and lieutenants of various ranks In 
charge. 

According to the general's plans ev- 
ery man became a trained soldier 
without leaving his farm and had his 
e<iulpment ready at hand. t6 siteh a 
point of perfection was the system car- 
rUd that within 48 hours after the 
^MMMt itAt ^ declared the Boer na- 
tion was under arms. 

It was also due to General .Toubert 
that the South African reiiublii .- in 
oeeded in amassing t^e immense stores 



otwar munitions ana phiVisions which 
have stood them in such good stead 
tbe conflict now in progress. 

When the Jameson raiders were 
locked up In Pretoria Jail, Joubert was 
strongly in favor of their Immediate 
execution. It was not until Joubert 
and Kruger had been closctRd together 
for a whole uight that the more nierci 
ful counsels of Kruger prevailed. 

In spite of these characteristics. 
Joubert, on Miiie occftslonfl, ihoiTed 
considerable «egard for the tisages of 
clvHisation. When the Boers raided 
British territory, Bechuanaland 
1884, Joubert was probably the only 
firomlhent Boer who refused to sup 
port the moTement, and his opposition 
resulted in tbe withdrawal of tke 
Boers from the territory.

Washington, March 28,— Durin.-; the 
flftb day of Qovenor Steuncnberg's tcs- 
tifnony in the Co^e^ d' Aleae investi- 
gation Representative Lents con- 
tinued the cross auestioning. 

The governor said he had been lu 

the Oouer d' Alene region during two 
days in February, before coming here. 
There were three state deputies on 
duty at that time and Dr. France, who 
has been In the service of state con- 
tinuously throughout the trouble. On 
one of bis previous visits, he talke<! 
with Stimson, one of the imprisoned 
men. He had been told by Dr. France 
that there was evidence connecting 
Stimson with the conspiracy; that on 
April 15, prior to the blowing of the 
mill, Stimson had told a certain Indl- 
vidiual to get out of Wardner as there 
was };oing to bo trouMe. 

He had made no st.itenient a.s t;i 
how long the permit isyrtern to which 
the mine owners were oppoifed, would 
continue, but he Faid he Intended to 
enforce it as long as It seamed neces- 
sary to in.-ine onlfT. Mr. Lent;', asked 
If this meant that the governor would 
do as he pleased on the subject to 
which the witness replied that he 
would do as his Judgment dictated. If 
the permit sy:;t' -n had re ailu d in i 
loss to tbe miners of half a million 
dolhtn as Mr. Lents stated, the gov 
emor said he did not care for that, as 
it was a necessary recourse by the 
state. "Like Ixjuis XI\'. you are the 
state," remarked Mr. Lentz. 

Mr. Lents's allusion to Louis XIV 
caused a prolonged discussion. 

A sensational episode occurred ;u 
this point. RepreHeiitaii\i' Lentz as- 
serted that some of tbe state deputies 
were living with disreputable women. 

Mr. Cheney, the attorney appearing 
In behalf of the state of Idaho, inter- 
posed a protest, and said: 

"I hurl back at you that statement. 
The deputies are reputable men." 

Mr. Lents indignantly resented the 
interference of private counsel, and, 
addressing the attorney, said: "You 
ought to be kicked out of the windew, 
and you would be, if you bad not the 
majority of these committee behind 
jrou." 

When Mr. Lentz attempted to read 
from previous testimony concernlnj', 
the improper conduct of deputies. 
Chairman Hull overruled this course. 
This further nettled .Mr, Lentz, and. 
addressing Mr. Hull, he exclaimed: 
"I want to say in your teeth that ii 
you are a party to protecting this at 
torney in a tie, you are a party to it." 

Amid much confusion, ('hairm;iu 
Hull declared that .Mr, Lentz had in- 
sulted the committee and its members 
as far aa he could and it would bavi 
to stop. 

Representative Hay of Virginia aro-ie 
to say that the attorney had better not 
give the lie to him and Representative 
Cox of Tennessee added.: "If au>' 
man insults me, I'll hit him." 

Mr. Lentz asked the ch;iirni::u why 
he did not call the attorney to order. 
"He was out of order, entirely out of 
order," replied Mr. Hull emphatically. 

Mr. Cox said that when the attorney 
accused a member of the committee 
of falsehood, he forfeited his right to 
appear. "If he says that to me," add- 
ed Mr. Cox, "elthar be or I go out out 
of the window." 

Representative Jctt of Illinois said 
that as a means of protecting the com • 
mlttee he would move that tho attor- 
ney be expelled from the committee 
room. Many members were on their 
feet trying to secuie recognition when 
Mr. Jett made his motion. Before 
taking lAtian the committee gave Mr. 
Cheney an opportunity to be heard. 
He acknowledged lie did not intend to 
say that Mr. Lentz had told a false- 
hood, but simply to deny the state- 
ment that Idaho deputies lived with 
disreputable women. He apologiied 
for any misapprehension. 

Mr. Cox rt tnarked that a man must 
either "fight or apologize in such case, 
and the apology settled it." 

Mr. Jett withdrew hii aiotlon tor 
expulsion, and the outbreak was 
brought to a close.

PotlHes roramlttee That Two Letters 

Were Opened by lirltlsli CeiiHor. 

Washington, March 28. — Charles E. 
Ilacrum of East Liverpool, O., the 
American ex-consul at Pretoria, ap- 
peared before the house foreign affairs 
coinmitteo and told of the alleged in- 
dignities he suffered at the hands of 
the British during his incumbency. 

In opening, Mrv Macrum recalled tbe 
Ktatement he had made to the prws. 
Th» statement. h« Mid, practically 
•mljodies all he had to say. 

Pressed for specific Information as 
to bow be got tbe intimation that the 
British were opening and delaying his 
mail, he related incidents about the 
delay in receiving his mall. The Hrsl 
actual evidence he had was the receipt 
of tbe two opened letters. He pro- 
duced the envelopes which he said con 
tained those let'ers. One was from a 
private citizen addressed to the Lnit- 
ed States consul at Pretoria and the 
other was to bim by name from Consul 
Stowe at Capetown. He explained 
why he did not re[)ort tlie matter to 
the state dep;* rtjiicul at Washington 
upon his arrival. 

After hearing Mr. Macrum the com 
mlttee went Into executh«s session. 
Chairman llitt i)resente(l a ".tie: from 
Secretary Hay giving in detail the de- 
partment's views of the subject and 
this was subsequently made public. 
The committee took no action as to 
making a report and it wa:^ elated hy 
members that there was nothiau; to be 
done beyond taking the testin.ouy. 

Secretary Hay's letter to Mr. Hltt, 
dated March 24, giving the ofHcIal view 
of the case, is in part as fr)llowa: 

"Sir — In response to yo\ir inquirii - 
of this morning, I h;ive,the honor lo 
report that up to this date, Mr. Ma- 
crum, late consul of the United States 
at Pretoria, has made, no represcnt:v 
tions to this department in regard to 
the opening of his mall by the British 
authorities. 

"Althdugh without any information 
except the alIt;;ations of Mr. Miicr iiii 
to whicli a reference was maiie in ;» 
resolution of the house of representa- 
tives, making certain inquiries of tbi.'i 
department, I mentioned the matter 
to the British anil)ass;idor. who made 
Inquiry in regard to it of the British 
government and was informed In re- 
turn that the British government was 
not aware of any such Incident having 
taken pl:ice. hut If anything of th(> s;)rt 
had occurred, it was contrary to the 
Instructions of that gove.-nment. 

"I received no further Information 
In regard to the matter dntll the 21st 
of this month when this gr)vernm<»nt 
was informed by a dispatch fro;n Mr. 
J. G. Stowe. consul general of the 
United States at Capetown that: 'Two 
letters from this consulate, one to 
Pretoria and one to Lorenzo Marqii< s 
were opened liy th** censor at Duili.m. 
I'pon notiie of this I lalled upon the 
high commisiiioner, who wired Durban, 
and a very satisfactory apology was 
returned.' " Tliis is al! the infornia 
tion posses.-,! :i liv this deparlment in 
regai'd to t!ie iiu ident. 

Tbe letter also contains a lengthy 
statement of the efforts at mediation 
prior to the outbreak of hostilities.

Lond:'.!i. .March 2S.— Further advices 
from Mai'ekitiK. dated March It), re 
iterate that all wao well there and 
that the cordon was not so tightly 
drawn, the n();"'rs allowisig n;itives to 
pass through their lines, which they 
had previously forbidden. The nativ.^ 
refugees are reported to be too stupid 
and lasy to work or take cover from 
the shells. They gather In crowds 
around the soup kitchens and have to 
be driven away when tho warning bell 
rings. Tbe bombardment Just previous 
to the dispatch being sent, had been 
unusually vigorous and it was added 
that it was probable that before long 
the rations Uronld h« itill further re- 
duced.
